in Arkansas as they are in 
Sweden.

1. All cars more than two years 


old have to stand inspection once 
a year on 31 mechanical items. 


2. Your inspection month is

3. Inspection is made by a 


government-controlled com- 
pany—not by privately-owned 
garages as is generally the case 
in the United States. Sweden has 
a highly socialized government, 
fees are supposed to represent 
the actual cost of running the 
inspection stations—but they are 
pretty stiff charges, a customary 
development in a government- 
owned operation. 


But one thing the Swedes are to 


be commended for: They do 
insist that all car owners keep 
their machines in safe running 
order—the very thing the late 
Carl Bailey was thinking about 
when he rammed the first in-

Daily and Sunday newspapers 


in the United States and Canada 
increased to a total of 2,432 in 
1971, according to the Audit 
Bureau of Circulations, Chicago, 
of which The Star is a member.

(AP) — Streaking for home 
after five days of moon explor- 
ation, the Apollo 16 astronauts 
discussed with Mission Control 
today whether they are return- 
ing with the pure 
volcanic 


rocks they sought. 


"I really don't think we got 


any volcanic rock to speak of," 
said astronaut Charles M. Duke 
Jr. But the ground assured him 
they believe the moonmen have 
the volcanic evidence, but not 
in the form they expected. 


The exchange followed the 


successful firing of a once-trou- 
blesome engine 
that 
thrust 


them -out of lunar orbit and 
started them toward a Thurs- 
day splashdown in the Pacific 
Ocean. 


The only major event on a 


leisurely schedule today was a 
walk in deep space, 200,000 
miles from home, by Thomas 
K. Mattingly II to retrive two 
moon-mapping film canisters 


from an equipment bay at the 
rear of the command ship Cas- 
per. The walk was scheduled at 
3:03 p.m., EST. 


As the astronauts left lunar 


orbit Monday night, command- 
er John W. Young expressed 
the sentiments of his crew- 
mates when he looked out the 
window and said: 


"There's the old crescent 


earth coming up. Just beau- 
tiful. And I tell you we can 
hardly wait. I know we got a 
couple things to do before we 
get there, but we're looking for- 
ward to it." 


From more than 9,000 miles 


away they televised to Mission 
Control "one last beautiful shot 
of the moon" and then engaged 
in the scientific discussion. 


"It really wasn't what I 


thought we'd find up there," 
Duke said. "Maybe some of 
those little black glass were 
volcanics, but otherwise I don't 
think we got any." 


He said the white rocks he 


and Young gathered appeared 
to be shocked materials, that is 


hit by meteorites, and therefore 
perhaps composites of lunar 
substances and not pure vol- 
canic lava. 


Scientist-astronaut 
Dr. Tony 


England, the capsule commu- 
nicator, told Duke some of the 
rocks he thought were formed 
by meteorite impacts could ac- 
tually be volcanic rocks which 
had oeen broken up by mete- 
orites. 


England reflected 
the con- 


sensus 
of 
scientists 
who 


watched the lunar surface ex- 
ploration on television and lis- explorations, 
tened to the astronauts' de- 
scriptions of the rocks. Most 
are convinced there is some 
evidence of volacnic activity in 
the material they arc bringing 
home.

For GOP Convention 
GM Agreeable to Giving Up Lease 


Pollution Ruling 
Broadens Powers

WASHINGTON (AP) - Al- 


though the Supreme Court de- 
clined to help Illinois clean up 
Lake Michigan, its unanimous 
ruling seems to give federal 
judges broader powers to get 
tough with water and air pollu- 
ters. 


Justice William 0. Douglas's 


opinion for the court Monday 
establishes the 
authority of 


these judges to apply "federal 
common law" to pollution com- 
plaints. Since there are no fixed 
rules to govern most instances 
of pollution, he said, the judges 
are free to be guided by their 
own "informed judgment." 


Illinois had asked the court to 


order Milwaukee and three oth- 
er Wisconsin cities to stop feed- 
ing wastes into Lake Michigan. 
This the court would not do. 
Citing its mounting load of 
cases, the court told Illinois to 
take its suit to a federal district 
court. 


But the decision evidently 


does more than that. 


Douglas, without any reserva- 


tions from his colleagues, took 
the position that water pollution 


is a public nuisance and federal 
judges may use federal com- 
mon law to abate it. 


Some day, he said, Congress 


may enact specific laws beyond 
those already on the books and 
the federal agencies may adopt 
new regulations. 


"But until that comes to 


pass," he said, "federal courts 
will be empowered to appraise 
the equities of the suits alleging 
creation of a public nuisance by 
water pollution." 


And while federal law gov- 


erns, he continued, "considera- 
tion of state standards may be 
relevant." That is, "a state 
with high water-quality stand- 
ards may well ask that its 
strict standards be honored and 
that it not be compelled to low- 
er itself to the more degrading 
standards of a neighbor." 


The court, through Dowlas, 


also opened the door to public- 
nuisance suits against air pollu- 
ters in another unanimous opin- 
ion that shuffled a suit off to 
district court. In this one, 18 
states accuse the nation's four 
largest auto-makers and their 
association of conspiring to de- 
lay development of antismog 
devices.

MIAMI BEACH, FLa., (AP) 


— General Motors says it is 
agreeable to giving up a lease 
on the Miami Beach Convention 
Hall, apparently clearing the 
way for the Republicans to 
move the GOP National Con- 
vention here from San Diego. 


A GM spokesman said in De- 


troit Monday that the company 
had been contacted about mov- 
ing its Aug. 16-31 Buick Divison 
convention out of Miami Beach. 
The spokesman said GM was 
willing to give up the con- 
vention hall if it could be re- 
leased from its commitments to 
hotels and other businesses in 
the area. 


But the spokesman said he 


believed that "should be no 
stumbling block" and "we're 
perfectly willing to give up the 
space." 


Just prior to GM's statement, 


a high GOP source involved in 
the Miami Beach convention 
negotiations said "the only real 
problem facing us is whether 
GM will change its dates." 


Sen. Robert Dole, chairman 


of the 
GOP National Com- 


mittee, held conferences with a 
party 
official 
here 
Monday. 


Then he announced an emer- 
gency session of the national 
committee would be held in 
Washington on May 5-6 to vote 
on moving the convention. 


Dole said that the Republi- 


cans faced "almost insur- 
mountable problems" to hold- 
ing their convention Aug. 21-24 
in San Diego. The Democrats 
have scheduled their convention 
for Miami Beach July 10-14. 


GOP leaders said they could 


not move their convention up 
any eariler than Aug. 21 be- 
cause of conflicts with party 
bylaws. 


San Diego pledged more than 


$500,000 for the Republican con- 
vention, but the city has raised 
only about $100,000 so far. The 
party also is involved in dis- 
putes over construction at the 
San Diego Sports Arena and is 
having trouble finding enough 
hotel rooms. 


The IMS Angeles Times re- 


ported Sunday that Peter Gra- 
ham, operator of the Sports 
Arena, has demanded $442,500 


worth of permanent interior 
changes to the facility and an 
additional $100,000 rent. The 
Times also said the Republi- 
cans were asked to pay up to 
$850,000 to make the sports are- 
na usable as a convention cen- 
ter. Graham has refused to 
comment. 


Miami Beach officials have 


indicated they won't offer the 
Republicans much more than 
$100,000 if the switch is made, 
but the GOP source involved in 
the Florida negotiations said, 
"that doesn't mean anything. 
Miami Beach knows we can't 
yelp much about them only giv- 
ing us $100,000 when the other 
place wants to charge us nearly 
a million."

WASHINGTON (APi - The 


Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has denied the nation's 
railroad* an immediate $500- 
million boost in freight rates. 


But the ICC initiated a full in- 


vestigation of the railroads' re- 
quest which could lead to ap- 
pro\ai of all or part of the pro- 
posal in several months. 


In announcing Monday that it 


had suspended the railroads' 
request, tne ICC said a prelimi- 
nary re-, tew of the evidence 
failed to justify the proposal for 


selective increases of up 10 per 
cent in freight rates. 


ICC Chairman George M. 


Stafford 
said 
the 
railroads 


sought increases averaging 4.5 
per cent nationwide. 


At the same time, the ICC 


allowed the railroads to contin- 
ue a 2.5-per-cent surcharge on 
freight rates until it reaches a 
final decision on the permanent 
increase. The commission had 
set a June 5 expiration date for 
the surcharge it permitted last 
Feb. 5 


By denying the immediate 


rate boost, the ICC acted as the 
Price Commission had urged on 
April 18 The inflation-curbing 
agency argued that the suspen- 
sion was necessary to give both 
agencies tune to study whether 
the railroads needed the in- 
crease and its probable impact 
on the economy.

who must ask why a pregnant 
teenager won't give up her baby. 
Not that I advocate always 
keeping the baby: young unwed 
mothers sometimes don't make 
the best parents, and they must 
face their decision squarely.

"Wednesday Night Out," the 


first, centered on four house- 
holds—a Jewish, an 
Italian- 


American, a WASP couple plus 
a divorcee, all close friends. A 
black woman doctor was in- 
jected into the story line and 
the ethnic one-liners took over, 
sometimes baldly and some- 
times amusingly. A little TV 
bigotry goes a long way and 
Archie Bunker still has it pret- 
ty well cornered. 


Then "Keeping Up With the 


Joneses" concentrated on the 
life of two couples formerly in 
"The Funny Side" which was 
canceled at midseason. The 
pairs in this, one black and the 
other white, have the same sur- 
name and share one remodeled 
brownstone. It was all slightly 
reminiscent of the old "Honey- 
mooners," with lots of shouting- 
and marital misunderstanding. 


Between the domestic come- 


dies there was Arte Johnson in 
a broad satire of the infallible 
sleuth. Arte had a chance to 
use a lot of wigs and crepe 
beards and exercise an assort- 
ment of foreign accents. It was 
okay for a half hour, but would 
be a bore on a once-a-week 
basis. 


The combination of writer 


Andrew Rooney and narrator 
Harry Reasoner emerged again 
in a short ABC essay on church 
architecture. It seemed primar- 
ily designed to show some of 
the off-beat edifices used as 
houses of worship. 


A "church" was defined for 


program purposes as "any 
place where people gather to 
pray." They ranged from shab- 
by storefronts to modern ex- 
periments to Gothic and Re- 
naissance cathedrals. Reasoner 
called New England's white 
churches with their steeples 
"America's single greatest ar- 
chitectural contribution." 


It was followed by a news de- 


partment report on the subjet 
amnesty for draft dodgers and 
deserters. Most of the visual 
material was taped segments of 
a Senate subcommittee hearing 
on the subject. Both sides were 
represented, and it was ex- 
tremely thought provoking. 


"Surrender at Appomatox" in 


CBS's "Appointment with Des- 
tiny" series concentrated on 
the final days of the Civil War 
and the confrontation between 
Robert E. I .<ee and Ulysses S. 
Grant.

in his first year of college. 


And then came all the glamor 


an athlete can hope for: the na- 
tional pole vault champion; one 
of the first to clear 17 feet. 


Then there was a successful 


tour of Europe, cheered by hun- 
dreds of thousands; a desired 
speaker at banquets because of 
his good looks and easy-going 
speech; a world record and 
then the Olympic gold medal 
followed by a storybook mar- 
riage to a beauty queen. 


Bob Seagren then came down 


to earth. Literally. 


The rugged graduate of the 


University of Southern Califor- 
nia was horseback riding with 
his 
wife 
Kam 
in 
nxid-1971 


when— 


••-the horse ran away with 


me b what happened. 1 thought 


I had control of him until he 
threw me. I landed hard, on 
my right knee ... really tore it 
up." 
The operation late last year 


left him depressed and upset. 
"I was slow coming around, 
even after the case came off," 
he says. 


"Most guys who have carti- 


lage operations are back play- 
ing football in four weeks. It 
was months before I could run 
and it was a little depressing to 
see my right leg 24 inches 
smaller at the thigh than my 
left." 


But Bob Seagren may have 


profited from his experience of 
falling out of the headlines. 


"I'm hungry again," he says. 


••It's really satisfying 
when 


people ask for your autograph 
and want to do stories about 
you. But in the past year. I've 
just been nobody, just an aver- 
age guy. Last week at the Kan- 
sas Relays, I was treated just 


like I was one of the 47 pole 
vaulters. I wasn't treated like 
Kjell." 


Kjell Isaksson now holds the 


world record. Back in 1968 
when Seagren set the mark at 
17-9, many thought he'd be the 
first over the 18-foot barrier. 
He wasn't and now Sweden's 
Isaksson holds the mark—18 
feet 2 inches and is favored by 
signature seekers. 


At Kansas last week, Seagren 


cleared 17-0, the first time he'd 
reached that level in more than 
a year. And he nearly went over 
l?'-5 but "I didn't know what to 
do. I'm using a new pole and it 
was a bit shocking to be so far 
over the bar." 


With more than 150 vaults 


over the 17-foot mark in his ca- 
reer and with the competitive 
toughness Seagren has always 
had, he's once again being con- 
sidered a prime hope to make 
the U.S. Olympic team in his 
specialty.

The prime time rule was im- 


posed last October by the Fed- 
eral Communications Commis- 
sion as a method of providing 
more diversified and innovative 
sources of program 
than those 


offered by the networks. It re- 
quires the local stations to pro- 
duce their own shows for a half 
hour each night or turn to inde- 
pendent producers or advertis- 
ing agencies. 


Whether more innovative and 


diversified 
programming 
has 


resulted is questionable. 


Sixty-one out of 97 managers 


polled by 'Hie Associated Press 
were against the rule. Only 23 
managers said they either fa- 
vored the rule or believed that 
it should be tested 
further. 


Thirteen offered no opinion. 


"It's producing a variety of 


programming and allowing in- 
dependent producers tc enter 
the market," said Ix>e Jason of 
KFSN, Fresno, Calif. "But it's 
decreased the quality of pro- 
gramming because independent 
producers can't gamble with an 
innovative product. Instead, 
they stick to tried-and-true for- 
mats, like game shows."
